:o the United States: Baron Chinda. 
vice minister of the foreign office, and 
M. Takahira. at present Japanese am- 
bassador to Italy and formerly minis- 
ter of Japan at Washington. It is un- 
derstood that M. Takahira 
is 
first 


choice. 
Neither Ba^on Chinda 
nor 


Baron Kaneko can be spared, so Taka- 
hira will undoubtedly be r.ppointed if 
he is acceptable at Washington. The

"It Is quite possible that Viscount 


Aoki may not return to Washington. 
In the event of his resignation 
the 


government of Japan will only appoint 
to the position a person well known 
In America. who:r. tho president knows 
and likes, and who has the confidence 
of the American people. The Japan- 
ese government is making every ef- 
fort to meet the wishes of the presi- 
dent and the people of America on 
the Immigration question and In n.p- 
polnting n foreign minister realizes tho 


importance of having a representative 
in Washington who is not only accept- 
able and friendly to the people but is 
acquainted with the prevailing condi- 
tions in America." 


A special dispatch from Washing- 


ton to the Mainichidempo says that 
the American public 
is inclined to 


think that the recall of Aoki is due 


j to the determination on the part of 
I Foreign Minister Hayashi to pursue 
a different policy which will be an- 
tagonistic to America. The 
official 


above quoted assured the Associated 
Press representative that such a con- 
struction was entirely erroneous. On

able to agree on a verdict. The ver- 
dict last night was the result of the 
second trial.

Louis Glass, vice president of the Pa- 
cific States Telephone and Telegraph 
company, convictions resulted. 


Grand Jury Ends Work. 


After having met on 100 separate 


days on 
which ninety-flve 
sessions 


were held and having returned 441 in- 
dictments involving forty-seven per- 
sons, the Oliver grand jury, the most 
noted in the city's history, made its 
final report to Superior Judge Coffee 
last evening and was discharged. 


Most of its work has been concern- 


ed with indictments for "graft" and 
briber}-, connected with municipal af- 
fairs and the public utility corpora- 
tions of San Francisco, 
Tho fln;>I re- 


port says in part: 


"We cannot even outline the vast 


amount of evidence received by us 
showing corruption and vice of the 
lowest kind, involving great moral 
turpitude such as the participation of 
tile former mayor of our city in the 
profits earned by tho prostitutes of the 
lowest of fallen women, which consti- 
tute a recital of seemingly inconceiv- 
able sin, shame and violation of law. 


Protected by Police. 


"The unlawful and corrupt protec- 


tion given by the police to vice for the 
benefit, pecuniary and politically, of 
tho heads of the administration and 
many of the rank and file of the de- 
partment, Is unbelievable. If it wore 
not for the low character of the wit- 
nesses examined and the tangled mass 
of contradictory evidence submitted, 
much of It undoubtedly perjured, but 
in a way that perjury could not be 
legally 
proven, 
.Indictments would 


have been 
found for extortion 
nnd 


conspiracy In forming-a hones of Ill- 
fame trust. There was not a property 
owner in San Francisco after the Ore 
In whose property there remained any 
salvage, who was not robbed by con- 
nivance of the police officers with the

CORN YIELD 


LESS THIS YEIB 


THMUST 


Greater Acreage in 1907 


and Falling Off—Yield 


Large at That. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 4.—Reports of 


the yield of corn In 1907 in all of the 
counties of Indiana have been com- 
piled by the Indiana Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. Although the acreage in 1907 
was slightly more than that of 1900, 
the yield was much less. The acre- 
age in 1907 as shown by the report, 
was 4,031,714, while the acreage in 
190fi was 4,020,232. The total yield in 
1907 
was 150,702,420 bushels, against 


165,076,971 in 1906. The average yield 
in 1907 was 37.37 bushels an acre and 
the average yield in 1906 was 41.06 
bushels. 


The bureau's report shows that in 


Allen county there was an acreage of 
F.7.409 and an average yield of 32.16 
bushels per acre. 
This showing is 


poor in comparison with other coun- 
ties. 


Tho counties of Benton, Boone, Clin- 


ton, Montgomery, Rush, Shelby and 
Tippecanoe still remain in the lead as 
great, corn producers. Each of these 
counties 
produced more than three 


•million bushels in 1907. Ohio county 
produced only 363,770 bushels. This 
was the smallest, amount produced In 
any one county in 1907.

STATEMENTS OF 


Great Stocks of Cash Will 


be Shown—Exhibit Ex- 


pected to Do Good. 


Washington, Dec. 4.—The comptrol- 


ler of the currency today issued a 
call for a statement of the condition 
of national banks at the close of busi- 
ness December 3. 


CALL NOT UNEXPECTED. 


New York. Dec. 4.—The call for a 


statement of the condition of the na- 
tional banks was not unexpected in 
financial circles here. 
Only four of 


the five calls required by law each 
year had been made and in the natural 
course of events it was anticipated 
that the fifth and last, call could not 
be much longer delayed. It is felt 
here that, it will exercise a beneficial 
effect on the situation, inasmuch as 
the banks customarily try to prepare 
for a call by increasing their cash nnd 
when the call has been made this 
cash is automatically released. 
The 


belief also prevails 
that 
the state- 


ment resulting 
from 
this call will 


show that the cash reserves of the 
country banks are very large, and 
when this fact becomes public it, will 
tend to rapidly 
restore 
confidence 


among the depositors and thus hasten 
the resumption of currency payments. 


The New York banks in their 
re- 


turns to the comptroller of the cur- 
rency will show, as is well known, an 
average reserve below the require- 
ments of the 25 per cent. rule. 


It Is expected that, the loca.l banks 


will show a large Increase in loans 
and 
deposits, 
with 
corresponding 


losses of cash. It is significant as an 
indication 
of improving conditions, 


however, that a great deal of out of 
town money has been offered in Now 
York the last few days and that the 
flow is again setting in this direction. 
Somf! of the more important national 
banks with interior correspondents re- 
port an increasing disposition on the 
part of those banks 10 put out money 
in this market. 


CHICAGO HAS $300,000,000. 


Chicago, Dec. 4.—Cash In vaults of 


Chicago banks 
today approximates 


$300,000,000, $100,000,000 of which is 
in tho Savings banks nnd the remain- 
dor in the national institutions. Never 
In tho history of Chicago banks has 
the actunl money on hnnd been so 
lurgfe as It, is at present. Reserves are 
well above the 25 per tent. 


Show Window of Jeweler is 


Bobbed by Daylight in 


Easy Fashion. 


New York. Dec. 4.—A new develop- 


ment in burglary was displayed when 
Abraham Bobier's jewelry store, in 
West 110th street was robbed of jew- 
elry said to be valued at $5.on». while.' 
Bobier wns in the store. 
Bobior had 


dressed his show -window by piling up 
a number of boxes and covering them 
witn black cloth. 
Ou this cloth val- 


uable jewelry was displayed. Several 
times Bobier thought he heard rats in 
the floor but he paid little attention to 
the soraling noise. 


Presently while he was waiting on 


customers in the rear of the store, a 
friend came in to ask why Bonier had 
removed the jewelry from the window. 
The jeweler rushed to the window. 


Almost every article of value had 


disappeared. 
Investigation 
showed 


that the robbers had entered the cel- 
lar under the store, cut a hole two 
feet square in the floor under the 
boxes, climbed up into one of the 
boxes hy means of a ladder, cut a 
small hole through the top of the box. 
slit tho black cloth and picked the 
pieces of jewelry out of the window 
without difficulty. 


Two well dressed women had been in 


the store a short, time before and had 
kept Bobier engaged in the rear of 
the room for some time, although they 
made no purchases. The janilross of 
the building remembered seeing two 
strange men leave the building by tho 
stairway entrance a few minutes be- 
fore the women departed.

Von Buelow Threatens to 


Resign Unless Given 
Support Promised.

I lie national liberals, tho radicals and 
the conservatives appears to he seri- 
ously endangered by the attack deliv- 
ered upon the government loday by 
Dr. Herman S. Paasche, 
first 
vicn 


president of the n.'irhstag, and one 
of the national liberal leaders. In tho 
matter of the Hardon-VonMoltko scan- 
dal as well as on the proposed finan- 
cial measures. 


Prince Von Buelow has 
given the 


leaders of the so-called "Bloc" to un- 
derstand that, the situation which has 
arisen embarrasses him. He caused 
dissolution of the reichstag a year ago 
upon assurances that the parties of Inn 
"Bloc" would support him, but. today 
he Is suddenly and unexpectedly at-

intimated 
that, 


he would resign unless he was ade- 
quately supported. 


Today's session of tho reichstag ad- 


journed at an early hour in order to 
give the leaders of the "Bloc" time to 
consider the situation 
and 
consult. 


with their supporters. There is much 
talk of a "chancellor crisis," but. this 
at the present moment 
seems 
too 


strong a phr.iso to apply to the situa- 
tion. A way out. may be found by the 
national liberals accepting the decla- 
rations made by General Von Einem, 
the minister of war, that, the investi- 
gations against .tho officers incrimi- 
nated in the T-rarden-VonMoltke scan- 
dal he pushed forward rigorously. 


Princo Von Buelow requires, how- 


ever, as a condition to remaining in 
office that the national liberals disa- 
vow the course taken hy Dr. Pnascl\n. 


Tho situation is complicated by the 


existence of differences between I he 
chancellor and Barnn Von Rheinba- 
bon, Prussian minister of finance, and 
Freiherr Von Stengel, 
secretary of 


the imperial treasury, on financial pol- 
icies.

cow Has Horses Blown 


to Fragments. 


Moscow, Dec. .4.—An unsuccessful 


attempt was made here today upon the 
life of Lieut. General Guersehclrr.ann, 
Governor General of Moscow. 


He escaped death only by a narrow 


margin. 
. A woman hurled a bomb at the Gen- 
erals carriage while he was driving in 
the Le.fort quarter of the city. 


The horses were blown to pieces and 


the ooachman was seriously wounded. 


The 
Governor General 
however, 


came out nf the explosion untouched. 


The woman was so severely muti- 


lated by her own bomb that she had 
to be removed to a hospital.

Washington, Dec. 4.—Ex-Congress- 


man 
Newton 
W. Gilbert, of Fort 


Wayne. Ind.. may fall heir to one of 
the best oilices In the Philippines. lie 
is being mentioned with a great deal 
of favor for a vacancy on the Philip- 
pine commission. This position is one 
of supreme importance, as far as tho 
government of 
I he islands is con- 


cerned, and pays a salary of $15,000 a 
year. 


The vacancy on the commission is 


for (he wpartttiiMit of finance and jus- 
tice and a 
lawyer is in demand. 


There are four applicants, including 
Mr. Gilbert, whose experience as a 
lawyer and judge is a recommendation 
in his favor. Rllbert resigned his con- 
gressional office to accept a Philippine 
judgesdiip. 


When Secretary and Mrs. Taft were 


at Manila recently Judge and Mrs. Gil- 
bert gave a garden party in their hon- 
or. 
Secretary Taft has announced 


that soon after his return to Washing- 
ton this month he will announce his 
choice for the vacancy. 


Judge Gilbert's Fort Wayne friends 


are without Information regarding the 
possibility of his elevation to a place 
on the Philippine commission. It is 
known here, however, that at the time 
Judge Gilbert resigned his seat in 
congress to accept a jijdgeship in the 
court of first instance In the Philip- 
pines, one of the inducements which 
led him to take the step was the pos- 
sibility of further advance in the fed- 
eral service. At that time, also, there 
was mention of the likelihood of an 
opening later on the commission. 
It 


is known that Judge Gilbert onjoys a 
very high place In the esteem of 
Secretary Taft. and other government 
officials who have watched his public 
career, and 
his 
further 
elevation 


would he no surprise to Fort Wayne 
friends. 


Some developments along this line 


may In all probnhility be expected 
when Secretary Taft. reaches Wash- 
ington on his return from his recent 
visit to the Philippines, and lie doubt- 
less had opportunity to discuss affairs 
with Judge Gilbert during his stay In 
Manila.

Hughes' Har«h Criticism Said to Have 


Driven Huffcutt to Death. 


Ithaca, N. Y., Dec. 4.—Humiliation, 


due to harsh criticism by Governor 
Hughes, caused Ernest Wilson Huff- 
cutt, the governor's legal adviser, to 
commit suicide last summer, accord- 
Ing to a democratic state official. A 
local paper quotes the official as fol- 
lows: 
"It will be remembered that last 


winter a bill which passed the senate 
and .assembly was signed by Mayor 
McClellan and later by the governor 
without 
its being 
discovered 
that 


there was no enacting clause. A poli- 
tician calling on tho governor made 
some slighting remark about the char- 
actor of the legal work done In the 
governor's office In this connection. 
Tho official states Governor Hughes 
then became angry. He rang his bell 
and summoned Mr. Huffcutt. 
When 


Huffcutt came the governor gave him 
an unmerciful tongue lashing for not 
discovering no fundamental an omis- 
sion. Mr. Huffcutt. being a proud man 
nnd overworked at tho time, was hurt 
deeply. 


"The official says Mr. Huffcutt was 


overcome to tho point of tears. Prob- 
ably more tho result of nervous ex- 
haustion than of tho provoking humil- 
iation, and the governor, says the offi- 
cial, brusquely said: 
" 'Stop that! I want a man, not a 


woman, about me. 
A man when I 


begin and a man when through.' Mr. 
Huffcutt abruptly left the room, the 
official states, and brooded over the 
affair for a week or more, finally tak- 
ing his life."

NEW GOLD COINS SHIPPED. 


First Shipments of* Latest Design 


Leaves Philadelphia Mint. 


Philadelphia, Pa.. Dec. 4—The first 


Installment of new 6°M twenty dol- 
lar pieces has been shipped from the 
United States mint in this city to var- 
ious sub-treasuries about the country. 
There were 115,000 of them, their 
monetary value being $2,300,000. 


On one side of the coin is an eagle 


flying without stretched wings, while 
on the other side is a figure of "Lib. 
erty " The coins wero made concave, 
the figures being in high relief, nine 
strokes of a hydraulic press being re- 
quired to make them. Hereafter only 
one stroke will be used, and thus the 
coins Just circulated will be doltercnt 
from those to bo put Into circulation 
later.

RECALL OF BARON AOKI. 


Baron Aoki, Japanese 
ambassador 


at Washington, has been recalled by 
his government in rather sudden, not 
to say peremptory fashion. The real 
meaning of this latest sensation in 
diplomatic circles Is not made clear 
to the public, though many guesses 
are hazzarded. One of them is that 
Ambassador Aoki, 
throughout 
the 


jritical status of the Japanese ques- 
tion in this country, had shown him- 
self altogether too friendly to the 
United States 
and did not 
stiffly 


enough stand for -what Japan has con- 
ceived and asserted to be the rights of 
Japanese in this country. It is looked 
upon as having just a shade and per- 
haps more of hostile meaning. At all 
events. Baron Aoki is going home. 


Interesting in this connection Is the 


fact that despite President Roosevelt's 
desire to drop tho question of Jai>- 
anc.se exclusion until measures recent- 
ly framed in Tokio have been thor- 
oughly tricil and despite the efforts of 
Ambassador Aoki to save Japanese 
Immigrants to the United States from 
further humiliation, additional legisla- 
tion looking to the exclusion of the 
Japanese Is to be thrashed out Im- 
mediately in congress. California rep- 
resentatives announced to the presi- 
dent Monday that, notwithstanding Mr. 
KooBcvelt'B opposition they will begin 
at once a vigorous campaign against 
tho Japanese. 
Baron 
Aoki 
called 


at the white house almost at the name 
tlmo and urged tho president, to <1 
everything In his power to stavo off 
further attacks in congress against 
tho Japanese.

celvod that the 
Influx of Japanese 


coolies is steadily increasing the state 
department has also become involved. 
Altogether a new and anxious situa- 
tion has come about over the ques- 
tion of Japanese exclusion which the 
government hoped to avoid. 


• President 
Roosevelt's attitude 
at 


present appears to be to allow the 
Tokio government to carry out its im- 
plied promise and check Japanese im- 
migration to the United States from 
Japan by taxing the immigration com- 
panies and by using other means of 
restriction. Secretary Root and Ba- 
ron Aoki indorse this plan and ad- 
vocate that the Tokio government be 
given sufficient time to demonstrate 
its good faith and its ability to check 
the influx of Japanese, so that con- 
gress will not be obliged to take ac- 
tion which will add to the humiliation 
already 
imposed 
upon 
Japanese 


coolies and will not help relations be- 
tween the people of Japan and the 
United States by classing the Japan- 
eses openly as 
"undesirable immi- 


grants."

ants to avoid is the avowed an-

>le that the Japanese are to be put on 
he same basis with the Chinese and 
other orientals. Advices received from 
Japan show that the Tokio' govern- 
ment is willing to direct its work so 
is to conform to the American desires.

A lingering 
race of affection for Griffith asserted 
tself and she wns heard to exclaim 
hat she would never marry Attridge.

Details of the 
Making of the Andes 


Photographs. 


(E. C. SHpher In December Century.) 


The Andes photography of Mars 


wero made with a largo planetary 
camera which carries with it an am- 
plifying lens. This camera was fast- 
ened to the low end of the large tele- 
scope of elghteon-lnch Inns, and each 
of the many little images shown on 
tho plates was taken separately. Tho 
telescope was adjusted so that the 
planet was In the center of the cam- 
era field; then the plate holder. A 
bulb In the right hand was placed in 
tho carrier of the planetary camera 
and set in position for the first Image, 
the sll<te then being dawn from the 
plate holder. A bulb In the right hand 
opened the shutter of the camera, al- 
lowing the light from the planet to 
fall on the sensitive plate, with an ex- 
posure of about, two seconds. Then a 
bulb in the left hand shifted the plate 
a quarter of an Inch for the succeed- 
ing image; and so on through the en 
tire series of images taken on one 
plate. Sometimes the plate was ar- 
ranged to shift from right to left and 
sometimes in a vertical direction. 


Inasmuch as the photographs were 


made at. night, virtually no light ex- 
cept that from 
Mars reached 
the 


plate, and the latter was not Inca.pa- 
cltated by one exposure from receiv- 
ing other sensitive impressions. About 
half an hour was consumed in taking 
the sixty images on some of the plates, 
and eight or ten plates were exposed 
in one night's work. In all about ten 
thousand negative images were taken 


As the best "seeing" occurs In 


"flashes," the successive Images on 
the same negative may differ some- 
what In wealth of finer detail; to the 
skilled eye all show the larger canals 
with remarkable clearness, though the 
more delicate details are lost in repro- 
duction. 
Of the ten thousand separ- 


ate Images of the planet, none is des- 
titute of canals, and In some cases 
as many as twenty-five or thirty canals 
have been counted in a single Image. 
Several of the previously observed 
double canals show their duality on 
the plates taken during the intervals 
of best atmospheric conditions. 


This has been only the second oppo- 


sition of Mars during which the ca- 
nals have been successfully photo- 
graphed. The first and only previous 
successful photographic impressions 
of the canals were obtained at the 
Lowell observatory, Flagstaff, Arizo- 
na, during the opposition of 1905, 
through the thought and skill of Mr. 
C. 0. T.ampland. 
Two years will 


elapse before another opposition of 
the pltmet. when it makes a still near- 
er approach ta the earth, and after 
that no favorable opposition will oc- 
cur for a period of fifteen years.

Wtnamac, Ind., Dec. 4.—The dele- 


gate vote of the several counties of 
the state at republican conventions, 
based on the 
customary apportion- 


ment of one delegate for every 200 
votes and fraction over 100 votes cast 
for the head of the ticket, has been 
figured out by Carl W. Riddiclc, secre- 
tary of the republican state commit- 
tee, for the Information of inquiring 
candidates.

OATS CROP SHOWS DECREASE. 


Statistics 
Compiled 
Indicate 
Big 


Slump Over That of Previous Years. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 4.—Statistics com- 


piled Tiy the Indiana bureau of 
sta- 


tistics on the oats crop in Indiana for 
this year show a heavy decrease In 
the crop from that of last year. The 
crop of 1907 totals 34,874,726 bushels, 
while that of last year totaled 49,727,- 
767 bushels. In 1905 the total num- 
ber of bushels ot oats produced In In- 
diana was 69,695,463. 


The acreage this year was much 


greater than that ot last year, when 
t totaled 1,787,103 acres. This year 
the acreage Is 2,403,525. In 1905 It 
was 1,972,276 acres. The average pro- 
duction to the acre this year Is 14.5 
bushels, while last year It was 27.83 
bushels. In 1905 the average number 
of bushels to the acre was 35.29. The 
figures of the bureau, In fact, show a 
heavy decline both In tho quality and 
quantity of tho oats crop since 1904.

955,882 bushels, while Knox county
